Dear Don - by Don Clark, Ph.D. (See footnote at end of article) 


One of the difficulties that comes 
up most frequently in letters and in 
conversation has to do with "limited 
attraction." Everyone has heard the 
symptomatic statements, "I like you 
but you're not my type." "You're neat 
but you're too old for me," "I only 
get turned on by guys with really good 
definition. nm 


Statements like these emerg in 
response to questions about sexual 
attraction but they have broader sig- 
nificance than simple sexual inter- 
course. When you say that you're 
sexually turned off to someone you are 
telling him that you are not prepared 
to appreciate/enjoy his body. A 
simple, honest statement, Fine, The 
problem is that deep down each of us 
knows that basic truth: "I am my body", 


Being stroked, caressed, cuddled, 
and generally bodily appreciated is a 
basic primitive message of appreciation 
that makes us feel loved and secure, I+ 
goes back to the first. months of life, 
You learned this primitive truth of 
body contact so early in life that 
chances are good it will stay with you 
to death. So when the words say, "I 
like you, I admire you, I love you," 
but the body language says, "I don't 
want to appreciate/enjoy your body," 
you will begin to feel tense, unloved 
and insecure. 


It's a destructive interchange 
that is unintentional. It is based on 
programming and it's about time that we 
Gays put some effort into altering our 
programming so that we do not continue 
to victimize one another and ourselves, 


In this age of computers, probably 
everyone knows that the computer is at 
the mercy of the person who does the 
programming. The computer has its ow 
personality and character in that it is 
wired to perform only in certain ways 
that may differ from the ways that 
ather computers perform, 


The result is deplorable when it 
comes to interpersonal relationships. It | 
is disastrous when it comes to Gay re- | 
lationships. The culture tells you that 
game-gender people are not to be desired | 
and that Gays are not to be considered | 
attractive. That puts you off to a self- . 
destructive start. Add to that some hints 
that only individuals within a range of | 
fifteen years of life who have certain | 
kinds of facial features and body weight 
are desirable, Everyone is going to 
spend most of his years outside the de- 
Sirable age range and few will be blessed 
with exactly the correct body features 
even then. An almost comic sympton of 
this tragic situation is that we can see 
people of all types and ages trying to

comes along. If the surfer senses he is 
being pursued as an object he will turn 

on his heels. and run- baek into the ocean, 


That person with the wide range of 
attraction, on the other hand, can be 
turned on by a seventy year old or a 
wMimeteen year old who is fat or thin, 
Black or WASP depending on what tne ind- 
ividual is like as a person. He is ina 
position to be choosey about individuals, 
and, therefore, is bound to fill his life 
with satisfying, nourishing relationships. 


But how to undo the programing that 
has so himited the population to wnom you 
can be attracted? Hake a list of all the 
"types" wo turn you off. ‘Then pick a 
category to begin with. Let's say you 
pick fat people. Be on the lookout for 
every person whom you encounter in the 
next few weeks that fits your definition 
of "fat". Go out of your vay to meet 
each of them, talk to him and getto know 
more about him. Comnare tnem in your 
mind. Which ones did you like better 
and for what reasons? Of all of then, 
which person did you like best? 


Then, if he will permit you, try to 
touch him often in ways shat feel good to 
you and you know will feel good to nim 
also. Go slow. You may be tempted to 
race ahead with your imellect and not 
give your emotions time to catch up. 

Make sure that any interchange with your 
"fat" friend is satisfying to both of you 
and not just being done because it's 
"charity," or "theracy". If you move 
honestly and slowly :ver a period of 

weeks or months, yov will probably find 
that you are becoming more aware of the 
individual and you are less often think- 
ing of him as a "fat" person. You have 
taken him out of zhe category and started 
to relate person so person. You have er- 
ased a.small part of the tape that controls 
your program. ‘ou have increased the 
chances that the next time you meet some 
one you once would have responded to by 
turning off. you will see that he has more — 
pounds than the average person and is 

also differin: in nany other ways ~ some 
of which you like and some you do not. 


Think about it. Jith some effort 
you might be lucky enough one day to 
not be able to say you have a "type". 
You might also be lucky enough to live 
in a world where people appreciate/enjoy 


. you and comunicate it in body contact, 


not because you are their "type" but 
simply because you are you.
